In 1858, after the que.stion had been dis- 
cussed over Rlid over njjairi, wlieilior it was 
beat to inipi-Mve (Uir .•^ireota bv iayiny ibiwn 
plank or niacadumiziim tliem, iiiiier wiis 
decided on. Coiiira.'ts wt-ya yivmi .mi, and 
GovernmRiil .•<tree(, and Vat 's and Johnson 
between Government and Wliail strei!ls, 
vere p;radod and metalled. Siibsfi(Ui<ntly 
Kaiinka road \Ya.s maeadaniized a.s far ns 
D()U;;las Htieet. When that was completed 
there was nothing more done to our streets 
till last full. An inlervul of nearly two years 
elapsed, before further improvenjents were 
made upon tliem. The contracts then 
given out have been completed, at least wo 
presume so. True, liowever, to the o.-carnplo 
set previously, tlieiu Id notliiiiy. to bo done 
to our .struet.s this year, if wo excu|)t what 
may be done by tb.e tdiaiii-iiant; at eaoli t-x- 
trernity of tlie town, and liy the t'.iitHn.iion of 
DdUKlas street to tin: Saaiii.'li road. One 
would have naturally that Some 

proviaiuii would bavo been made this .ses- 
sion of the Legislature, so thai regular and 
unceasing itnprovemehts to our streets 
should go on tHl they all Trero thoroughly 
conipleled. " 

Under the Road Act, all males between 
certain ages, and all landholders are com- 
pelled ; to do. statqte labor annually on all 
tbo hig'iways'dulside the boundary of ihi.-i 
town. Why this town should be an excep- 
tion to the rule of payin;; road money an- 
nually, we cannot eomiirehend. ll is ap- 
ptlrent that it would pmve far easier to our i 
citizen.^ to do a little aniuially, r.ntlier than 
force into one year stieet laxe.s fiat oniiht 
properly to ho spread over two ur thrte 
vears. If a li^'lit annual street lux was im- 
posed, it W(juld fcaicely be fell. As it is 
now, everyone who -is Iiable/f»«^ sensibly 
the burden imposed. But bettides this, a 
very serious wrong is done to every owner 
ol real enlate in the place. Tbi» class, alone 
in the towu pay the street j^t-c. , . • • 

'The tueichani, banker, Inwver, mechanic, 
and laborer are all o.iemivted Hach of these 
clashes use our streets a* iniieh as the owners 
of reulty ; aiicf of course it wuuKI be nothio;,' 
more than riyhi that they sbouM pay tlieir 
qu'itu for wli.it tliey enjoy in oiiimon with 
others. No e.vceplion of this I'harai li-r is 
made under tiie IJ ad .Act. Kvery one, o.v- 
cepl female.s who do not own reul c^tale, do 
Blaiule labor in the cciuotry. It i.s visible 
enough, then, that legislation for the im- 
provement of our streets is the most one- 
sided thing imagi:iable. In fact, in our 
opinion, it ii* unjustifiable. Hie true gro md 
^llj^!0^istutiuii stiuuld (uko.vrben ibimpodes 
taxes should be to tax all property alike, 
whether real or personal ; aiid in a matter 
like Btreots uli males between cetlaiii n;;e8 
should either do statute lab.tr or pay a poll
